LONDON, March 12—When Rudolph Hess was tak en Into custody 
after parachuting to earth on a farm in Scotland in 1941 he v iolently 
disclaimed any desire to return to Germany, it was disclosed today. 
“No—no—a thousand tim es no,” H itler's form er fav orite declared 
with great v engeance. 
This and other details of the spectacular adv enture of the Nazi lead­ 
er were rev ealed in the official publication “Roof Ov er Britain,” which 
tells the story of the grow-th and dev elopment of B ritain’s anti-aircraft 
defenses. 
The account of the Hess landing said his plane was pick ed up first 
by a searchlight battery south of Glasgow on the night of May 10, 
1941.

tions.

“And y et today , in the midst 
of the greatest war in the hisrtory i 
of mankind, we hear talk of Mr. 
Roosev elt being compelled to seek 
a fou rth term, as the only man in 
all America who can head ou r 
gov ernment in su ch try ing times. 
Again, I 
say , think of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
“So 
my 
colleagu e 
(Senatorr 
W herry ) and I are composing an 
amendment to the constitu tion to 
limit the presidency to two terms. 
If su bmitted and approv ed by the 
states, it will forev er free the or­ 
dinary citizen from all fear of a 
dictatorship being fostered on him 
throu gh the electoral process. It 
will restore the tradition of Wash­ 
ington and Jefferson 
and Jack­ 
son.”

STARTING SEEDS indoors for 
the Victory garden assu res a head 
start of abou t six weeks' time 
ov er the same seeds if left to be 
planted ou tdoors when weather 
and grou nd permit. 
Soil for seeds planted indoors, 
howev er, mu st be “made to order” 
for the pu rpose, and loose or mel­ 
low, or in other words, friable. As 
illu strated in the accompany ing 
Garden-Graph, an ideal soil mix ­ 
tu re for starting seeds indoors 
consists of equ al parts of rich gar­ 
den loam, clean, coarse sand and 
either leaf mold or peat. 
The flat shou ld be filled with 
this seed soil and then firmed or 
tamped with a piece of wood, leav ­ 
ing the su rface abou t three-eighths 
inch balow the top edge. Nex t 


mark off rows, or little trenches, 
two inches apart, u sing a ru ler or 
piece of lath for the pu rpose, as 
illu strated. 
If u sing seed sav ed from last 
y ear, it is adv isable to test su ch 
seed for germinating power. As 
illu strated, the easiest way to do 
this is to scatter a few of the 
seeds on a piece of white, blotting 
paper. Set the paper in 
a shallow 
pan of water and cov er the first 
piece of blotting paper with 
a sec­ 
ond piece to form a "seed sand­ 
wich.” Set the pan of water in a 
warm room. Check seed in 3 to 5 
day s, and continu e to check for 
sev eral weeks. Then, depending 
u pon how many seeds hav e shown 
life, decide on sowing thickly , 
thinly or discarding.

STARTING SEEDS indoors for 
the Victory garden assures a head 
start of about six weeks’ time 
over the same seeds if left to be 
planted outdoors when weather 
and ground permit. 
Soil for seeds planted indoors, 
however, must be "made to order” 
for the purpose, and loose or mel­ 
low, or in other words, friable. Aa 
illustrated in the accompanying 
Garden-Graph, an ideal soil mix­ 
ture for starting seeds indoors 
consists of equal parts of rich gar­ 
den loam, clean, coarse sand and 
either leaf mold or peat. 
The flat should be filled with 
this seed soil and then firmed or 
tamped with a piece of wood, leav­ 
ing the surface about three-eighths 
inch balow the top edge. Next 


mark off rows, or little trenches, 
two inches apart, using a ruler or 
piece of lath for the purpose, as 
illustrated. 
lf using seed saved from last 
year, it is advisable to test such 
seed for germinating power. As 
illustrated, the easiest way to do 
this is to scatter a few of the 
seeds on a piece of white, blotting 
paper. Set the paper In a shallow 
pan of water and cover the first 
piece of blotting paper with a sec­ 
ond piece to form a “seed sand­ 
wich.” Set the pan of water in a 
warm room. Check seed in 3 to 5 
days, and continue to check for 
several weeks. Then, depending 
upon how many seeds have shown 
life, decide on sowing thickly, 
thinly or discarding.

It provided that the appropria­ 
tion of $26,100,000 should be ap­ 
portioned as follows: 
$13,500,000 
for state extension services; $12,- 
500,000 for joint operations of the 
federal and state extension serv­ 
ices; and only $100,000 for admin­ 
istrative expenses in Washington. 
The committee’s report, a sharp 
slap a t alleged "socialization" un­ 
der the Farm Security 
Admini­ 
stration, allowed a “temporary al­ 
location" by the extension service 
to the 
FSA to 
complete 
that 
agency's importation of Mexican 
workers within 30 days after en­ 
actment of the bill. Aside from 
this, no other allocation was made 
to the Farm Security Administra­ 
tion. 
All in all, the action of the com­ 
mittee represented full recognition 
cf demands made by the national 
farm organizations 
and 
“farm 
bloc" spokesmen opposing 
social 
I reforms on the agricultural front.

“ NOW BEFORE the feast o f 
the passo v er, J esus knew that His 
ho ur had co me.” He knew* that 
within a few ho urs, He sho uld be 
arrested, betray ed by o ne o f His 
o wn disciples, sho uld suffer ag o ny 
and die o n the cro ss. 
He had lo v ed His apo stles dear­ 
ly in their life to gether, and He 
wo uld lo v e them to the end. So 
they met in an upper ro o m in a 
ho use 
so mewhere in J erusalem 
and had supper to gether. No wr it 
I* Oriental custo m to set aside -a 
basin and to wel fo r a slav e to 
wash the feet o f tfio se who hav e 
co me to sup. The basin and to wel 
were there, but no ne o f the disci­ 
ples, in the absence o f a serv ant, 
wo uld co ndescend to wash the 
feet o f the o thers. After supper, 
ho wev er, J esus, the Master, to o k 
o ff 
His 
o uter 
garments, 
and 
washed the feet o f His friends. 
Simo n Peter pro tested, say ing, 
“ Tho u shalt nev er w'ash my feet.” 
But J esus answered, "If I wash 
thee no t, tho u hast no part with 
Me.” 
Peter then was willing fo r the 
Lo rd no t o nly to wash his feet, 
but his hands and his head. He did 
no t wash the feet o f J udas Iscar­ 
io t fo r He knew who wo uld betray 
Him. 
J esus Sets Ex ample 
When He had finished and had 
put o n His garments, He asked 
them, “ Kno w y e what I hav e do ne 
to y o u? Ye call me Master and 
Lo rd: and y e say well; fo r so I 
am. If I. then, y o ur Lo rd and Mas­ 
ter, hav e washed y o ur feet; y e 
also o ught to w’ash o ne ano ther's 
feet. Fo r I hav e giv en y o u an ex ­ 
ample, that y e sho uld do as I hav e 
do ne to y o u.” 
I wo nder if they felt rebuked. 
J esus had taught them that they 
sho uld be pro ud to serv e, and that 
the 
o ne 
that 
was 
co nsidered 
great amo ng them sho uld be- the 
serv ant. “ If y e kno w these thing s,” 
he said to them, “ happy are y e if 
y e do them.” 
J esus then said that o ne was 
there who wo uld betray Him to 
His enemies. H ie disciples ev i­ 
dently nev er had suspected that 
there was a traito r amo ng them, 
and no w’ they lo o ked at o ne an­ 
o ther, wo ndering who m the Lo rd 
meant. 
J esus* spirit was tro ubled, and 
when the o ne who was nearest to 


Him asked, “ Lo rd, who is it? ” He 
answered, “ He it is to who m I 
shall giv e a so p. when I hav e 
dipped it.” He to o k a so p. o r cho ice 
piece o f fo o d, dipped it into a 
bo wl, and handed it to J udas Is­ 
cario t. J o hn tells that at that 
mo ment “ Satan entered into him” 
(J udas), and he went o ut. The 
disciples still didn’t understand, 
but tho ught, as J udas handled the 
co mmo n mo ney bag, that J esus 
had sent him o ut to buy supplies. 
“ Lo v e One Ano ther” 
Left with the l l , J esus said 
so me o f the mo st beautiful wo rds 
that ev er were printed. Amo ng 
them: “ Little children, y et a little 
while I am with y o u. . . . Whither 
I go y e canno t co me, so no w I say 
to y o u: A new co mmandment I 
giv e unto y o u, That y e lo v e o ne 
ano ther; as I hav e lo v ed y o u, that 
y e also lo v e o ne ano ther. By this 
shall all men kno w that y e are 
My disciples, lf y e hav e lo v e o ne 
to ano ther.” 
Wo uldn't it be wo nderful if to ­ 
day , in this disco rdant wo rld, it 
co uld be said, o f all Christians, 
“ We kno w they are Christians be­ 
cause they lo v e o ne ano ther? ” 
Simo n Peter asked where the 
Lo rd was go ing, and J esus replied, 
“ Whither I go , tho u canst no t fo l­ 
lo w Me no w; but tho u shalt fo llo w 
Me afterwards.” 
Peter said. "Lo rd, why canno t 
I fo llo w Thee no w? I will Jay 
do wn my life fo r Thy sake.” And 
J esus answered him, “ Wilt tho u 
lay do wn thy life fo r My sake? 
Verily , v erily , I say unto thee. 
The co ck shall no t cro w, till tho u 
hast denied Me thrice." He knew’ 
Peter better than Peter knew* 
himself, but did no t co ndemn him. 
Other say ings o f J esus at this 
time were: “ He that hath My 
co mmandments, and k e e p e t h 
them. he it is that lo v eth Me: and 
he that lo v eth Me shall be lo v ed 
o f my Father, and I will lo v e him, 
and will manifest My self to him.” 
He pro mised that when He was 
go ne fro m them the “ Co mfo rter” 
(the Ho ly Gho st) wo uld co me to 
them “ and He shall teach y o u all 
things and bring all things to 
y o ur remembrance, whatso ev er I 
hav e said unto y o u. 
“ Peace I leav e with y o u, My 
peace I giv e unto y o u: no t as the 
wo rld giv eth, giv e I unto y o u. Let 
no t y o ur heart be tro ubled, neither 
let it be afraid.” 
Ho w many so rely tro ubled so ul* 
hav e relied o n these beautiful 
wo rds o f the Master, and hav e 
taken co urage. Lo v e o ne ano ther; 
serv e o ne ano ther, and do no t be 
tro ubled, o r afraid. That is the 
message o f this lesso n which we 
sho uld all remember and practice 
in o ur daily liv es.

"NOW BEFORE the feast of 
the passover, Jesus knew that His 
hour had come.” He knew that 
within a few* hours, He should be 
arrested, betrayed by one of His 
own disciples, should suffer agony 
and die on the cross. 
He had loved His apostle* dear­ 
ly in their life together, and He 
would love them to the end. So 
they met in an upper room in a 
house somewhere in Jerusalem 
and had supper together. Now it 
is Oriental custom to set aside a 
basin and towel for a slave to 
wash the feet of those who have 
come to sup. The basin and towrel 
were there, but none of the disci­ 
ples. in the absence of a servant, 
would condescend to wash the 
feet of the others. After supper, 
however, Jesus, the Master, took 
off 
His 
outer 
garments, 
and 
washed the feet of Hi* friends. 
Simon Peter protested, saying. 
“Thou shalt never wash my feet.” 
But Jesus answered, "If I wash 
thee not, thou hast no part with 
Me 
Peter then was willing for the 
Lord not only to wash his feet, 
but his hands and his head. He did 
not wash the feet of Judas Iscar­ 
iot for He knew who would betray 
Him. 
Jesus Sets Example 
When He had finished and had 
put on His garments, He asked 
them. “Know ye what I have done 
to you? Ye call me M aster and 
Lord: and ye say well; for so I 
am. If I. then, your Lord and Mas­ 
ter, have washed your feet: ye 
also ought to wash one another# 
leet. For I have given you an ex­ 
ample. that ye should do as I have 
done to you.” 
I wonder if they felt rebuked. 
Jesus had taught them th at they 
should be proud to serve, and that 
the 
one 
that 
was considered 
great among them should be. the 
servant. “If ye know’ these things,” 
he said to them, "happy are ye lf 
ye do them.” 
Jcaua then said that one was 
there who would betray Him to 
His enemies. The disciples evi­ 
dently never had suspected that 
there was a traitor among them, 
and now they looked at one an­ 
other. wondering whom the Lord 
meant. 
Jesus’ spirit was troubled, and 
when the one who was nearest to 


Him asked, "Lord, who is it? ” He 
answered, “He it is to whom I 
shall give a sop. when I have 
dipped it.' He took a sop. or choice 
piece of food, dipped it into a 
bowl. and handed it to Judas Is­ 
cariot. John tells that at that 
moment "Satan entered into him" 
(Judas), and he went out. The 
disciples still didn t understand, 
but thought, as Judas handled the 
common money bag. th at Jesus 
had sent him out to buy supplies. 
“Love One Another” 
Left with the ll, Jesus said 
some of the most beautiful words 
that ever were printed. Among 
them: “Little children, yet a little 
while I am with you. . . . W hither 
I go ye cannot come, so now’ I say 
to you: A new commandment I 
give unto you, That ye love one 
another; as I have loved you, that 
ye also love one another. By this 
shall all men know* that ye are 
My disciples, if ye have love one 
to another,” 
Wouldn't it be wonderful if to­ 
day. in this discordant world, it 
could be said, of all Christians, 
“We know they are Christians be­ 
cause they love one another?” 
Simon Peter asked where the 
Lord was going, and Jesus replied, 
“Whither I go, thou canst not fol­ 
low Mc now; but thou shalt follow 
Me afterwards.” 
Peter said, "Lord, why cannot 
I follow’ Thee now? I will lay 
down my life for Thy sake.” And 
Jesus answered him. "W ilt thou 
lay down thy life for My take? 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee. 
The cock shall not crow, till thou 
hast denied Me thrice." He knew 
Peter better than Peter knew 
himself, but did not condemn him. 
Other sayings of Jesus at this 
time were: 
"He that hath My 
commandments, and k e e p e t h 
them. he it is that loveth Me: and 
he that loveth Me ahall be loved 
of my Father, and I will love him, 
and will manifest Myself to him.” 
He promised that when He was 
gone from them the “Comforter” 
(the Holy Ghost) would come to 
them "and He shall teach you all 
things and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever I 
have said unto you. 
“Peace I leave with you, My 
peace I give unto you: not as the 
w’orld giveth, give I unto you. Let 
not your heart be troubled, neither 
let it be afraid,” 
How many sorely troubled souls 
have relied on these beautiful 
words of the Master, and have 
taken courage. Love one another; 
serve one another, and do not be 
troubled, or afraid. That is the 
message of this lesson which we 
should all remember and practice 
in our daily lives.

Two will bo used by housewives in 
the long-expected ration program 
and the coupons 
will 
be 
inter­ 
changeable among the various pro­ 
ducts rationed. Thus, a consumer 
m ay use his entire weekly ration 
for meat or for any other of the 
newly rationed commodities. 
Ration coupons will not be re­ 
quired for dining out, but supplies 
of the rationed foods in restaur­ 
ants and hotels will be reduced 
about the same percentage as in 
private homes. 
Equitable Distribution 
"Point rationing. . .will 
go 
a 
long way 
toward 
assuring 
the 
equitable distribution of these im­ 
portant foods," said Food Admini­ 
strato r Claude Wickard. who gave 
OPA the power to control the pro­ 
ducts. 
The foods to be rationed include: 
All fresh, frozen, cured, smoked, 
and canned meats and m eat pro­ 
ducts derived 
from 
veal, 
beef, 
lamb, mutton and pork, as well as 
"variety " meats, such 
as 
liver, 
kidney s and tongue, and sausage— I 
but not horse meat, poultry or wild 
g ame; 
Canned fish and canned shell­ 
fish, "the most im portant natural 
and processed cheeses and most of 
their derivatives"—but not cottage 
and cream cheeses; and 
Most edible fats and oils includ­ 
ing butter, lard, m argarine, short­ 
ening, salad oils, and cooking oils 
but not may onnaise and 
salad 
dressing. 
( ut Values Undecided 
OPA did not announce the value 
of various cuts of meat but did 
reveal that, for 
the 
first 
five 
weeks of the new program, each 
consumer will be able to spend 16 
points per week. 
Point values, to be set during 
the week of March 22, will be on 
a per pound basis "w ith differ­ 
ences in values according to the 
supply situation and with regard 
to consumer preferences." The ed­ 
ible content of various cuts and 
ty pes of meat will determine their 
point value.

Not only the edible value, but 
also the relative perishability of 
m eats will be taken into account 
when point values are set. In this 
way , values of

hearts, etc., will be lower to avoid 
the possibility of spoilage, 
OPA 
said. 
"Because 
the 
preparation 
of 
m eats by retail butchers involves 
trimming, w aste and shrinkage,” 
OPA stated, "a separate table of 
‘trade’ points will be used which 
range up to 20 percent lower than 
"consumer” point values. In 
the 
case of packaged bacon, and cer­ 
tain other m eats where there is no 
w aste or shrinkage, however, the 
"trade” 
and 
"consum er” 
point 
values will be identical. Customers 
are free to buy wholesale cuts at 
the ‘ trade" values if they so de­ 
sire. 
M eat values will be set “on a 
basis th at allows for 
a 
normal 
amount of trim m ing of waste with 
the butcher compensated by 
the 
difference between consum er and 
trade values and custom er pay ing

reasonably

However, OPA revealed, "while 
the customer is entitled to a cut of 
meat trimmed normally , if

ducts rationed. Thus, a consumer 
may use his entire weekly ration 
for m eat or for any other of the 
newly rationed commodities. 
Ration coupons will not be re­ 
quired for dining out. but supplies 
of the rationed foods in restaur­ 
ants and hotels will be reduced 
about the same percentage as in 
private homes. 
Fquitahle Distribution 
“Point rationing. . .will 
go 
a 
long way 
toward 
assuring 
the 
equitable distribution of these im­ 
portant foods," said Food Admini- j 
strator Claude Wickard, who gave 
OPA the power to control the pro­ 
ducts. 
The foods to be rationed include: j 
All fresh, frozen, cured, smoked, 
and canned meats and m eat pro­ 
ducts derived 
from 
veal, 
beef, 
lamb, mutton and pork, as well as 
“variety” meats, such 
as 
liver, 
kidneys and tongue, and sausage— 
but not horse meat, poultry or wild 
game; 
Canned fish and canned shell­ 
fish, 
the most im portant natural 
and processed cheeses and most of 
their derivatives”—but not cottage 
and cream cheeses; and 
Most edible fats and oils includ­ 
ing butter, lard, margarine, short­

OPA did not announce the value 
of various cuts of m eat but did 
reveal that, for 
the 
first 
five 
weeks of the new program, each 
consumer will be able to spend 16 
points per week. 
Point values, to be set during 
the week of March 22, will be on 
u per pound basis “with differ­ 
ences in values according to the 
supply situation and with regard 
to consumer preferences.” The ed­ 
ible content of various cut# and 
types of meat will determine their 
point value.

pounds, more or less.” and aver­ 
age per capita consumption of the 
red m eats for the year will total 
124.5 pounds dressed weight. Last 
year, the figure was 141.1 pounds, 
This situation will be true, a de­ 
partm ent official warned, only if 
the black m arket is controlled. If 
m eat continues to be lost to the 
black m arket, the consumer ra­ 
tion will decline this Summer for 
the army will continue to take its 
share first.

During the first two weeks of 
the program retailers will collect 
stam ps from customers, but will 
not surrender them to wholesalers.

Dates and figs. not in herm eti­ 
cally sealed containers, were re­ 
moved from the ration list and an 
adjustm ent was made in the m eth­ 
od of computing values of all other 
dried fruits. 
The value of prunes and raisins 
were lowered from 20 to 12 points 
a pound and th at of the dried le­ 
gumes from eight to four points a 
pound. 
Values of all other dried fruits, 
set at eight points a pound, were 
not changed, but OPA revised the 
basis for osculating values of frac­ 
tions of a pound to place th?se 
fruits on the same basis as prunes 
and raisins.
